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NEW  ATHLETIC  FIELD  AND 

CINDER  TRACK  GIVEN  SCHOOL 


FIVE  COUNTRIES.  TWENTY  STATES 

SEND  RECORD  STUDENT  BODY 


On  April  8  construction  began  on  Governor 
Dummer's  new  athletic  field  and  cinder  track 
estimated  to  cost  $100,000.  It  will  be  ready 
for  use  in  the  spring  of  1960. 

David  E.  Huggins  of  Greenwich.  Connec- 
ticut, member  of  the  class  of  1939,  together 
with  his  mother,  has  given  the  track  and  the 
enclosed  field  as  a  memorial  to  his  father, 
the  late  G.  Ellsworth  Huggins  of  Montclair, 
New  Jersey.  Mr.  Dunning  and  members  of 
the  athletic  department  have  had  the  help  of 
Fay,  Spofford  and  Thorndike,  Boston  engin- 
eering firm,  in  designing  the  track. 

The  new  facility,  which  will  be  named  the 
Huggins  Field  and  Track  is  located  east  of 
the  Alumni  Gymnasium  and  north  of  the 
existing  Morse  Field.  It  occupies  nearly  six 
acres  of  land,  and  35,000  cubic  yards  of  fill 
will  be  required  to  bring  that  low-lying  area 
up  to   grade  with  the   adjacent   Morse   Field. 

The  quarter-mile  cinder  track  will  include 
a  220-yard  straightaway  and  will  enclose  a 
full-sized  football  field.  Runways  and  take- 
offs  for  the  various  field  events  will  be 
located  in  the  oval  beyond  the  end  zones 
and  will  be  constructed  of  an  asphalt  and 
fiber  material  which  provides  maximum  use- 
fulness under  all  weather  conditions,  and 
which  requires  minimum  maintenance. 

Track  has  been  a  popular  sport  at  the 
Academy  in  recent  years.  Running  on  a 
temporary  grass  surface,  the  Governors  have 
compiled  an  enviable  record  and  have  lost 
only  one  dual  meet  in  the  last  four  years. 
The  new  facility  will  be  encouragement  to  all 
future  teams  and  should  add  still  further  to 
the  popularity  of  the  sport  in  which  Mr. 
Huggins  excelled  in  his  days  as  a  student  at 
the  academy.  Mr.  Huggins  broke  the  all-time 
Governor  Dummer  record  in  the  high  jump 
in  1939  with  a  jump  of  5'  9l/2";  and  his 
record  stood  until  1953  when  it  was  broken 
by  Carl  Pescosolido.  Jr.  with  a  jump  of

Twenty  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  five  foreign  countries  were  represented 
at  Governor  Dummer  for  the  1958-59  school 
year.  There  were  199  boarders.  27  day  stu- 
dents, or  a  total  of  226  boys. 

Every  available  room  was  filled,  including 
two  extra  spaces  made  available  by  changes 
in  faculty  housing.  In  addition,  one  boy  had 
to  be  assigned  temporary  room  in  the  Duncan 
Infirmary. 

Students  outside  of  Massachusetts  came 
from  the  following  states:  California  4,  Con- 
necticut 10,  Florida  2,  Illinois  7,  Iowa  1, 
Louisiana  1,  Maine  8,  Missouri  1,  Nebraska  1, 
Maryland  1,  Michigan  1,  Minnesota  1,  New 
Hampshire  8,  New  Jersey  8,  New  Mexico  2, 
New  York  22,  Ohio  4.  Pennsylvania  6.  and 
Rhode  Island  4.  There  was,  in  addition,  one 
boy  from  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Foreign  students  came  from  Bermuda,  Can- 
ada, and  England.  In  addition  the  British 
West  Indies  (Trinidad)  and  France  were  rep- 
resented by  American  boys  whose  parents  are 
now  resident  in  those  countries.

He  will  complete  his  training  and 
lake  his  bar  examinations  in  England  but 
plans  eventually  to  return  to  his  native  Ber- 
muda to  practice  law.

i\ew  Headmaster  Is  Yale  Graduate, 

Former  Instructor,  Coach,  and  House 

Master  at  Phillips  Academy 

Mr.  Marshall  B.  Dalton.  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  announced  on  January  17 
that  Mr.  Valleau  Wilkie,  Jr.,  an  instructor 
in  history  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  had 
been  elected  Headmaster  of  Governor  Dum- 
mer  effective  July  1.  1959.  to  succeed  Dr. 
Edward  W.  Eames,  who  is  retiring  after  a 
29-year  term  of  office. 

Mr.  Wilkie,  thirty-five  years  old.  prepared 
for  college  at  Salisbury  School.  Salisbury, 
Connecticut,  and  earned  his  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  at  Yale  University  in  1918.  Later 
graduate  study  brought  him  a  master's  de- 
gree in  history  at  Harvard. 

At  Yale  Mr.  Wilkie  specialized  in  history, 
earning  a  place  on  the  Dean's  List  through- 
out his  junior  and  senior  years.  He  won  his 
major  letter  in  football  and  was  elected  to 
Delta   Kappa   Epsilon   and   Skull   and   Bones. 


His  college  career  was  interrupted  by  a 
three-year  tour  of  duty  as  an  Army  Air  Force 
bomber  pilot.  The  first  two  years  of  this 
period  he  spent  in  Texas.  Florida,  and  Eng- 
land; the  last  twelve  months  he  spent  as  a 
prisoner  of  war  in  Germany. 

Mr.  Wilkie  joined  the  faculty  of  Phillips 
Academy  at  Andover  in  1918  and  has  now 
completed  his  eleventh  year  there.  Besides 
teaching  historv  and  serving  on  various  fac- 
ulty committees,  he  has  been  a  housemaster, 
an  assistant  coach  of  varsity  football,  and 
head  coach  of  varsity  baseball. 

The  Headmaster-elect  is  married  to  the 
former  Marjorie  Hankin  of  Summit,  New- 
Jersey,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Mount  Holyoke 
College.  They  have  two  children.  Janice, 
eleven  years  old,  and  Robert,  nine.  The  Wil- 
kies  are  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Dalton's  announcement  to  parents, 
alumni,  and  other  friends  of  the  Academy 
concluded:  "The  search  for  a  suitable  suc- 
cessor   to    Dr.    Eames    has    been    carried    on 
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diligently  over  a  period  of  five  months  by 
a  Selection  Committee  composed  of  six  trus- 
tees of  the  Academy.  This  Committee  in- 
cluded two  distinguished  headmasters  of 
other  schools,  Dr.  Frank  L.  Boyden  of  Deer- 
field  Academy,  and  Dr.  Claude  M.  Fuess, 
headmaster-emeritus  of  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover.  After  careful  and  earnest  consider- 
ation the  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees were  unanimous  and  enthusiastic  in  their 
choice.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilkie  are  equally  en- 
thusiastic in  wanting  to  come  to  Governor 
Dummer.  We  commend  these  two  people  to 
you  and  we  ask  for  them  your  friendship 
and  support." 


SENIORS  SUCCESSFUL 

IN  COLLEGE  ADMISSION 


NEW  AUDIO-VISUAL  ROOM  IS 

OPENED  IN  FROST  BUILDING 


In  the  past  few  months  a  new  addition  to 
the  school  facilities,  the  Audio-Visual  Room, 
has  been  in  operation.  Situated  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Frost  Building  with  a  capacity  of 
fifty  people,  this  adequately-equipped  room 
provides  better  facilities  for  sound  and  visual 
education,  chiefly  in  the  teaching  of  English 
and  vocabulary  building.  To  prepare  the  room 
for  its  use,  new  acoustic  tile  had  to  be  put 
in,  black-out  curtains  hung  at  the  windows, 
bulletin  and  blackboards  installed,  and  stor- 
age space  for  equipment  provided.  The  equip- 
ment includes  an  opaque  projector,  two  sound 
projectors,  and  a  projector  for  slides  and  film 
strips,  a  record  player,  and  one  permanent 
and  two  portable  screens.  As  more  and  more 
films,  slides,  and  filmstrips  are  acquired,  a 
library  will  be  developed  and  kept  under  Mrs. 
Thurlow's   care  in  the  librarian's  workroom. 

Throughout  the  year  the  majority  of  the 
junior  and  senior  English  classes  spent  at 
least  one  period  a  week  in  the  Audio-Visual 
Room.  The  Vocabulary  Building  teachers 
showed  their  reading  improvement  films  there. 
The  Audio-Visual  Room  provides  a  place  for 
lectures  and  demonstrations  in  science,  his- 
tory, and  languages. 

The  room  was  officially  opened  on  Sat 
urday,  November  15,  when  Miss  Barbara 
Wriston  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in 
Boston  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on  Roman 
Architecture  for  the  fifty-two  members  of  the 
senior  English  courses. 


Fifty-four  of  the  fifty-six  seniors  who  re- 
ceived their  diplomas  on  Commencement  Day 
have  received  notice  of  their  admission  to 
the  college  of  their  choice.  Of  the  other  two, 
one  is  the  English  Exchange  Student  return- 
ing to  England  and  one  was  definitely  not  a 
college  candidate. 

Middlebury  will  claim  six  members  of  the 
class.  Dartmouth  and  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania follow  with  five  boys  each,  and  Har- 
vard with  four.  Hamilton  College  took  three; 
Yale,  Princeton,  Williams,  Trinity,  Tulane, 
William  and  Mary,  Denison,  and  Kenyon 
two  boys  each,  while  the  remaining  fifteen 
members  of  the  class  are  scattering  to  as 
many  campuses. 

Ivy  League,  New  England  Colleges  Are 
Favored  by  Last  Ten  Graduating  Classes 
Governor  Dummer  can  be  proud  not  only 
of  the  extremely  high  proportion  of  its  gradu- 
ates who  gain  admission  to  college,  but  also 
of  the  high  calibre  of  the  colleges  who  admit 
them.

Following  an  initiation  banquet  in  the 
school  dining  room,  the  local  chapter,  its 
guests,  and  the  initiates  adjourned  to  the 
Cobb  Room  for  an  impressive  ceremony  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Stone.  Mr.  Allen  Davidson, 
trustee  of  the  Academy,  gave  the  charge  to 
the  new  members. 

The  entire  student  body  and  the  faculty 
were  invited  to  hear  Dr.  Robert  W.  Wilkins' 
speech  which  concluded  the  evening.  Dr.  Wil- 
kins, a  Newburyport  neighbor  and  friend  of 
the  school,  is  Professor  of  Medicine  at  Bos- 
ton University  School  of  Medicine,  is  immed- 
iate Past  President  of  the  American  Heart 
Association,  and  is  widely  known  and  hon- 
ored for  his  distinguished  contributions  to 
the  control  of  heart  and  blood  vessel  diseases. 


E.  R.  B.  STUDY  SHOWS  ACADEMY 

EXCELS  IN  READING  SPEED 


Governor  Dummer's  senior  and  junior 
classes  ranked  highest  in  reading  speed  a- 
mong  approximately  100  independent  schools 
taking  the  Diagnostic  Reading  Survey  Test, 
according  to  statistics  released  by  the  Edu- 
cational Records  Bureau  in  February  1959. 
While  a  number  of  factors  are  involved,  Mr. 
Thomas  McC.  Mercer,  Head  of  the  English 
Department,  believes  that  the  primary  reason 
for  this  performance  is  the  developmental 
reading  program  incorporated  in  the  Vocabu- 
lary Building  course  which  is  now  required 
of   all    10th   grade   students   at   the   Academy. 

Along  with  this  speed,  the  junior  and  sen- 
ior classes  both  ranked  well  above  the  inde- 


pendent school  median  in  reading  compre- 
hension. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
seniors,  who  have  not  had  any  special  train- 
ing since  the  sophomore  year,  were  able  to 
maintain  a  top  rating  in  speed  and  at  the 
same  time  to  show  substantial  improvement 
in  comprehension.  The  comprehension  of  thc 
seniors  was  exceeded  by  only  189c  of  the 
schools  tested  in  the  E.R.B.  program  this 
year. 

Mr.  Mercer,  in  commenting  on  the  perform- 
ance of  the  sophomores  in  the  developmental 
reading  program  during  the  current  school 
year,  reported  that  a  typical  section  of  15 
boys  which  had,  at  the  beginning  of  the  pro- 
gram, a  median  reading  speed  ot  317  words 
per  minute  with  60%  comprehension,  com- 
pleted the  12-week  program  with  a  median 
reading  speed  of  780  words  per  minute  with 
80%  comprehension.  This  means,  Mr.  Mer- 
cer explained,  that  the  "reading  efficiency" 
of  this  group  has  improved  290%.  Compar- 
able gains  were  reported  by  the  other  sec- 
tions. Individual  boys  succeeded  in  reading 
over  1,000  words  per  minute  with  good 
comprehension. 


SECONDARY  SCHOOL  ADMISSION 

TESTS  GIVEN  AT  ACADEMY 


Governor  Dummer  joined  the  Secondary 
School  Admission  Test  Board  in  the  spring 
of  1958  and  will  again  use  the  Secondary 
School  Admission  Tests  as  part  of  its  ad- 
missions program  for  boarding  candidates 
for  the  fall  of  1959.  These  are  the  tests  used 
by  nearly  200  preparatory  schools  in  much 
the  same  way  that  the  colleges  use  the  College 
Board  examinations.  They  are  administered 
by  the  Educational  Testing  Service  in  testing 
centers  throughout  the  country  and  in  some 
foreign  cities.  The  test  dates  this  year  will  be 
December  12,  1959.  February  13,  1960  and 
April  9,  although  a  candidate  may  take  the 
tests  on  only  one  of  these  dates. 

It  is  hoped  that  candidates  for  Governor 
Dummer  will  be  in  touch  with  the  school  by 
November  15  in  order  to  allow  time  for 
registering  for  the  December  administration 
of  the  tests,  because  the  number  of  vacancies 
for  boys  who  wait  until  the  February  and 
April    administration    is   necessarily    reduced.

SCHOLARSHIP  COMPETITION 


SENIOR  COUNCIL  NAMED 

AT  JUNIOR  CLASS  MEETING 


The  school  has  been  notified  that  seniors 
William  W.  Capel  of  Champaign,  Illinois, 
and  Peter  T.  \rermilya  of  Princeton,  New 
Jersey,  have  reached  the  finals  in  the  1958- 
59  National  Merit  Scholarship  competition 
and  have  been  awarded  Certificates  of  Merit. 

The  seniors  distinguished  themselves  by 
their  high  scores  on  the  two  college  aptitude 
tests  used  in  the  competition,  which  is  spon- 
sored by  a  group  of  leading  American  in- 
dustrial companies.  About  six-tenths  of  one 
per  cent  of  the  seniors  in  each  state  received 
the  awards. 

Governor  Dummer  was  notified  earlier 
that  four  other  seniors,  Edward  S.  Bliss,  Jr. 
of  Fall  River;  Burdette  E.  Bostwick,  Jr.  of 
South  Orange,  New  Jersey;  John  N.  Catlett 
of  Mansfield,  Ohio;  and  Everit  B.  Terhune, 
III  of  Malvern,  Pennsylvania,  had  been 
commended  by  the  Corporation  for  outstand- 
ing performances  on  the  nationwide  tests. 
These  students  rank  in  the  top  two  or  three 
per  cent  in  ability  of  the  senior  students  in 
their  respective  states. 

In  a  class  of  fifty-three  seniors  at  Gover- 
nor Dummer,  six,  therefore,  have  placed  in 
the  top  2%  of  America's  high  school  seniors. 
In  the  1957  and  1958  competitions  Governor 
Dummer  had  four  finalists,  one  of  whom 
went  on  to  win  a  Merit  Scholarship.

On  October  25  the  Governor  Dummer 
varsity  football  team  played  host  to  the 
Groton  School  in  the  Byfield  Bowl.  As  in 
previous  games,  the  opposition  got  the  jump 
on  the  Governors  by  scoring  in  the  first 
quarter,  in  this  case  on  a  "running-pass" 
combination.  Both  teams  were  scoreless 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  game.
